The Salvation Amy and the Arrerican Red Cross have put out alls for additional Arrateur Radio 
assistance in the wake of May 3rd's devastating tomadoes in Oklahorva. Oklahorva Section 
Errergency Coordinator Bennett Basore, W5ZIN, has been running errergency nets ard radio 
amateurs have been handling "tons of health and welfare traffic" 


Oklahoma Section Manager Charlie Calhoun, KSTTT, reports the Salvation Arny has requested 
amateur operators carting May 7 ard probably for the rest of the week. "They need hars to act 
as Stadows and transport uiits in addition to rranning the carteers," Calhoun said. "They are 
expeding to send out 40 carteenrs into the field tororrow." 


Calhoun said much of the activity is going through the Edrrond, OKlahona, 147.135 MHz repeater, 
which can be difficult to access with hand-held transceivers. He said rvobile transceivers and 
external artennas and power sources woud be a better choice. 


He said volurteers should plan to stay at least four hours in the field. No vehides are allowed in the 
field, and offidals are stutting hans in and out Calhoun said it appeared that Amateur Radio 
communication woud be required at least through Saturday. Volurteers should check in with the net 
cortrol on the 147.135 repeater upon arriving in OKliahora City. 


Ken Runyon, KCS5PNO, reports that The Red Cross is requeding at least 50 arrateur operators to be 
available all day Friday, May 7, to begin darrage assessrvert. "Hans will start working with 
darrage assesgrert teans at 7:30 AM ard will be moving fromhone to hore through the disaster 
area," he said. Operators will need good footwear, a two-rreter radio, and batteries to last at 
least 10 hours Volurteers shoud contact the Red Cross 405 232-7121.
